At that time we had in service at Oakwood three International Grand Champion 
bulls, but we felt that Gosshall Ximines could write a new chapter in Polled 
Shorthorn achievement to use him upon the daughters of these bulls and, in 
cooperation with Montana Hall, we purchased this bull at $5700. 

His sire, Coldoch Union Jack, was the Supreme Champion at the Perth Show in 
1932. That he has proven himself an equally noted sire is now history. Through 
Coldoch Union Jack and his second sire, Beaufort Overture, Gosshall Ximines is 
line bred in the blood of Naemoor Jasper, the top sire of Scotland over a long 
period of years. While through his third sire, Collynie Nobleman by Balcairn 
White Eagle, sire of Collynie Royal Leader, he gets an infusion of that most pre- 
potent blood. . 

It is significant to note that the 1939-1940 and 1941 Perth Supreme Champion 
bulls represented the combined influence of Collynie Royal Leader and Naemoor 
Jasper bloodlines and the inheritance back of Gosshall Ximines leaves no doubt 
in our minds that his individual excellence and outstanding type will be trans- 
mitted to his get and they, in turn, to their get. 

Before coming to Oakwood, Gosshall Ximines had sired calves at Anoka Farm 
to be rated as the most promising ever produced at that famous nursery. A recent 
letter from Mr. F. W. Harding tells us that these calves are developing as they 
promised. 

His first calves have arrived at Oakwood and they hold such promise as to fulfill 
our fondest hopes for him as a sire. They are outstanding from every angle and 
we feel that each heifer being offered in this event, carrying the service of Gosshall 
Ximines, will make a real contribution to the breed and the herd that is so fortu- 
nate as to secure her will be likewise strengthened to an extent that will be hard 
to anticipate.
